of the govcrnmem t>f ftuch conflicting 
claims, y •. 


How imr (rade of every description on 
the part ©^citizens of the United States 
with the enemy is, by the general law 
of war independently of any statutes of 
our own, absolutely prohibited ; and 
how far all vessels with their cargoes 
belonging to citizens of the United 
SigKes, and coming from a port of the 
encjny, on a trading voyage, since the 
declaration of war, arc, by thè same ge­ 
neral law, liable to capture by vessels 
of the United States having commis­ 
sion»: of waPf and to condemnation a§ 
lawful pi ixc of war ; are questions not 
material to the purport of this letter. 
'For, allowing to both afHrmative an- 
«wcrs»tfae effect of such answers is, it is 
cottceived, controlled by the actual state 
of the counu*)- under its own stUUtes. 


Evfcry vessel now arriving in a port 
of the United States, in violation of the 
Oon*iraportation act, kh by the positive, 
frior, and existing ^«fiicipal regula­ 
tions of#iat act, forfeitlfel« to the use of 
the United States and' certain of their 
officerà of revenue eitìbraced wiihia its 
provisions. T his, therefore, it is ap 
pmhended, supervene» the general law 
life ww: in its application to every vessel 
ao^rriving, and iatercepis,*by its para­ 
mount authority, the right of captu« c 
iolherwise vested in t^*e national or arra­ 
yed vessels, and which, but for such pa- 
im nount authority, they might Imve 
been at liberty, in the abstract, benefi- 
ciaUy to exert. 
The act of Conj^resa of 
the 6th of July, 1812, 
to prohibit A- 
merican vessels from proceeding to or 
trading with tl\p enemies of the United 
Stales, and for other purposejk,*’ makes 
. no change in this operative character of 
the non»importation act. 


To every ivesatl, therefore, arriving 
iti any port of the United States, iii 
breach of any of the prohibitory or pe­ 
nal clauses now in foi*ce of this act, you 
uill bc pleased to assett the claim of the 
United States for fo feiture, as soon 
as a eeisure can be made ; and this 
whetheV the arrival be voUmtary, or 
whether it be the case of a bringing or 
seeding in on capture by any of the 
puWi« ships or privatcere, the claim of 
the United States applying equally to 
capttjred or seized property under this 
predicament, and whether it .be Britisli 
or American. 
It is iK)t perceived tlu t 
the supposed claim of the cjptors cao, 
either in law or equity, superccde that 
of the UnMjjl States. 
Not in law, for 
the fifth sc ^ o u of Uie act has this pio- 
viston,^ that whenever any article or 
articles the importation of which ia 
prohibited by thb act, shull be |)ut on 
boaEd of any •»hip or vessel, beat, raft, or 
*Cfi*ria^, viiih iaiention of importing 
the ’i^ ic into the United States, or 
territories thereof, all such aiticlcs, as 
weM a» all other articles on board J^he 
#mfe ^tip o r vessel, boat, raft, or cur- 
rriag©» belonging to the owncy of such 
prohibited articles, shall be forfcitcil ; 
and“ ihc owner thereof ¡shall moreover 
farfsit and Jfty treble the value -ji such 
fe:;*cles.’' Thus it appears, ilvat the 
furlVilure to the use of tlic L’niied 
States attached and may bc considered 
b .wiug had its Inceptbn ftnur to ttic 
cjp'.v.' s. 
Not in equity for the inat. u- 
. mc!i ali'v of the pablic ship or privateer 
^ in a.u 111 tlie execution of the act, was 
fc m erciV- ^ .uuituiis and not necessary to 
secure it'i ciforccsncnt.

II Q. at Frarikllnton, Oliio, Oct. 12, 
state that on his arrival at Fort Defiance 
he had the mortificulion to learn that 
the enemy bad passed that place three 
tlays before. 
Gen. W inchester met 
them the day after his depart ure from 
Fort Wayne, but kept his fotxe so well 
prepared for action that they dared not 
iittacJk him. 
In the course of the march, 
ill bkirmishin,, he lost an ensign and 6 
privates killed and one wounded.- Cien 
Harrison was employing himself with 
the greatest zeal in arranging depotvof 
provisions, lioathing, &c. opening roads, 
building boats, erecting block-houses, 
&c. preparatory to his roai*ch to the bor­ 
ders, whithèr he proposed to proceed 
III a day or two. 
fo rt Wayne had been 
again besieged by the Indians, after the 
main body of the army left it, and again 
relieved. 
Several of the Miatni and 
other Indians had come in to Gen. H ar­ 
rison, and thrown themselves on the 
mercy of the government, agreeing to 
abide by the decision of the President in 
relation to them, whatever it mighf be.

The following are furtlitr particulars 
! of the invasion of Upper C^^nada, at 
Queenston, by a part of the ^rniy under 
Gen. Van Rensselaer, on the 13th Oct. 


At four o’clock in the morning a 
body of 3üO militia under Col. Solomon 
\'an Rensselaer, (aid to the General) 
and 300 regdlars of the 13(,h regiment, 
under Lt. Col. Christie, crossed the 
nvcr, to dislodge an outpost of the 


s enemy at Queenston. The troops were 
discoveied as soon as thej left the A- 
' mericaii shore, and a lively fire froo^ 
their redoubts, and a blaze of musquetry 
were kept up upon them.— They were 
coveted b> a battery of two 18, and tvto 
6 pounders, uiuler the direction of Mh- 
jor Lovett. 
Tl»e luiiUing was made 
good, and Col. Van. Rensselaer, advanc­ 
ed. bravely to storm the works, but re- 
ceiveiithreç shot wounds which obliged

The conflict now becôme general ; 
and the enemy in the redoubts fled in 
all directions.

Major-Gen. 
Van Rénsselcaer to sustain the attack 
ascènded the highüis above Queenston 
where he was attacked with great fury 
by several hundred Indians, who were 
however soon routed and driven into the 
woods. 


The reinforcements ordered froÂi 
tho American side advancing very tardi­ 
ly and at length having wholly stopped, 
Oen. Van Rensselaer left Ôrig. Gen. 
Wadsworth iiTcommand of the troops 
and returned over the river to accele­ 
rate thé inarch of the reinforcements ; 
—he mounted his horse and made every 
exertion in his power to induce them 
10 advance to the succor of their fight­ 
ing brethren, but in vain 
they would 
not budge a foot. 
At this time he pei- 
ceived that a strong British reinforce­ 
ment Was advancing and seot an order 
to Gen. Wadsworth to mafee'good his 
retçeat, but before the order was de­ 
livered the eneiny had renewed the 
battle with gre;|it vigor and increased 
numbers. 


The laud a|)ovo Queenston is lofty 
and well calculated for desultoiy fight­ 
ing 
The detachipents of the ei\emy 
which defended t|Predoubts first taken, 
retreated, and part of them posted them ­ 
selves behind a stone guard house in 
which two heavy pieces of ordnance 
was mounted.— Two 18-pounders were 
brought to play on this house which 
killed many of the men and dismount­ 
ed one gun. 
1 hey thefi fled to Judge 
Hamilton’s store where they were a- 
gaiii raked by our eighteen-poundcrs. 


At 10 o’clock, A. M. our troops ap- 
pearei^ to have quiet poaseasion of the 
place' and the victory appeared to bc 
complete ¡— But soon after several 
hundred of the Chippewns arrived, and 
recommenced the attack with incredi­ 
ble fury and outcries— They were im­ 
mediately charged, and had been driven 
into ihe^oods 
when the British rcin«^ 
forcements from .Fort-George, mostly 
regulars, arrived ; the battle then be­ 
came tremendous, but after half an 
hour’s contest, our Spartan band— 
whose strength and ammunition ! were 
nearly exhausted by hard fighting for 
11 hours with little intermisson— were 
obliged to yield the day and surrender 
at discretion. 
* The number killed is considerable on 
botii sides bufthe returns have not yet 
been t^eive(t.‘ Rumor makes our loss 
much wore disastroutf than any of the 
letters .of the Survivors. On the British 
side General Brock ar.d his aid, were 
severe^ wounded, and the command of 
the troops devolved upon Gej^ Sheaffe. 
It was first reported ihaA Brock was 
killed ; but he is mortally wounded. 


Our loss fell heaviest on the regular 
troops.—Col. Christie of the 13th rCgt. 
had iuo with him, who were mostly 
lost. 
The most favourable accounts 
calculate our loss of officers in kifled, 
'vuuaued and prisoners at sixty, most 
jl whom 
were 
wounded.— Report 
names several American Oflicers as 
being killed ; but as an official re­ 
turn may be expected to be pub­ 
lished for the information of rela­ 
tives and friends, as well as the public, 
we shall not natne them. 
O f those 
made prisoners, are ^ Col Fenwick ; 
of United States ilyilg artillery ; Lt. 
Col. icott 2d U. S. regt. of artillery ; 
Col Stranahlui, of the militia \ Lt. Col. 
Christie, 13th regt infantry; Major 
Mallany, 23d U. S. rcgt ; Lt. Bayley, of 
artillery ; Capt. Oglive, Capt. Gibson, 
(supposed to have been killed) Capt. 
Mitlcom, Capt. Lawrence,Capt Arm­ 
strong, Capt Gool, Lt Kent, Lt. Fink, 
Lt. Kemey, Ensign Gammons, See. are 
named. 
Col. Van Rensseieap was 
wounded in the first of the action and 
was broughtoff. The number of troops 
engaged, notwithstanding the great and 
high grade of the officers—is only esti­ 
mated at 500 regulars and 700 militia. 
Why it should have been so few, when 
(he estimate before the battle amounted 
to between 6 and 8000 men, may bc 
explained hereafter. 
O ur total loss is 
variously related 
But many concur 
in stating it at 400 killed and wounded 
and 800 made prisoners. 


Tho force of the British is not known 
some letter-writers make it p;reatly to 
exceed ours ; but previous accounts 
did nut give them so large numbers as 
are now reported by tho news-makers, 
who have already thrown so much 
ridicule upon our war measures in 
their rhodomontades, fui4 hearsays. 


'I'he American troops behaved with 
great valor ; but found they had to en­ 
counter with brave and veteran foes ; 
whose officers were at hand ready to 
succor thcQn if necessary— not running 
from their duty to itieddle in election­ 
eering intrigues. 


Gen. Sheaffe has offered to parole the 
militia prisoners. 
The rejgulars, it is 
expected, will be ient to Quebec.

From Lake Ontario. 


Extract of a letter to a gentleman in 
Baltimore, from a field-officer of the En­ 
gineers, dated Lake Ontario, Backett’s 
Harbor, Oct. 10. 


“ W c arrived here on the Istinst. 
with the governor and com. Chauncy, 


I who has lately been'appointed to the 
i comimnd of the lakes. I have been con- 
j stantly employed in laying out batteries, 
I redoubts, quarters,Itc. necessary for this 
new and important post, as we are now 
concentrating and assembling our naval 
force to this point j it has advantages e- 
qual, if not superior, to any on these wa­ 
ters, as to its complete protection from 
the winds and ice, which arc seriotas 
considerations in this inliospitable dime. 
—The land commands one of the most 
beautiful sheets of water in the world, 
dotted with islands, wl^ose tops dispute 
the passage of the clo«ds#JU.This situa­ 
tion is about 60 miles from where the 
lake empties itself into and forms the 
St. Lawrence.— Kingston is situated at 
the distance of 20 miles on the opposite 
shore, where the British have a large 
force, which keeps us on the alert__ 
Never have I seen a more determined 
set of brave fellows than are embodied 
bore, all are ready and solicitous, and 
urge the officers (o conduct them to the 
enemy—with such men, properly disci­ 
plined, we can cbnfideritly expect an ea­ 
sy conquest. Every exertion is making 
here by the government to get com­ 
mand of the lake. 
W e have a fine ship 
I on the stocks, which will be finished the 


1 last of November, and will mount 36 
S2-poundcrs, together with the brig O- 
I neida, mounting 20 32-pounders, with 
I 6 merchant vessels that arc to be con- 
I verted into gun-boats. As soon as they 
1 are completed, an attack will certainly 
be made,and with every prospect of suc­ 
cess. 
The force now collected at Nia­ 
gara amounts to 8000 men.” 


Latest from Detroit^ Ifc. 


BUFFALOB, OCT. 13. 
Prisoners from 
Malden, re-captured in the Adams, in­ 
form, that they left Malden the fifth of 
October, when the expedition of 400 
militia and regulars and abbut 1500 
Indian« which went against fort Wayne, 
had returned to Malden, unsuccessful. 
W hen they learned that the American 
army (W inchester’s) was within 16 
miles of them, they retreated precipi- 
tately, leaving much of their amrauni. 
lion. 
It was reported at Malden, that 
Gen. Harrison was advancing on De­ 
troit, which was full of Indians ; and 
but few white troops left. Much pro­ 
perty had been destroyed there by the 
Indians and the Queen Charlotte was 
detained at Detroit to wait exigencies. 
It was much feared at Malden, that the 
Indians, if attacked in Detroit, would 
massacre all the Americans there.— 
Th ese gentlemen also contradict tlie 
infamous report, that the British officers 
pay the savages for scalps and assert on 
the contrary tl#t the British comman­ 
ders had in several instances ransomed 
American prisoners taken by the In­ 
dians. 


Grand Army. 


Accounts from the frontier state that 
all the forces destined for a third in­ 
vasion ol Canada, were concentrating at 
PI attsburg ; and would amount (so say 
letter writers) to 10,000 men ; who will 
be commanded by Generals Dearborn, 
(who had left Albany,) Bloomfield, and 
Chandler of the regulars, and some 
militia Generals. 
Some of the regulars 
arc very excellent troops. 
The British 
commanders were on the alert ; and it 
was confidently expected that a great 
battle would be fought immediately 
after our troops have invaded the pro­ 
vince.

It^is reported, that a British officer 
I from Queenstown to the American lines 
with a flag, has confirmed the account 
of the death of Gen. Brock, £id stated 
that a ^reat number of English officers 
were killed and wounded, in the battle 
of Octobcr 13—»and that the number of 
American prisoners amounted to 900.

country..^Let Democrats read it, and 
he convinced that they can desert 
Mr. Madison and still be Republi­ 
cans ; that they ou^ht to abandon those 
Rulers, who have abandoned their 
country, 


» We know ajid feel,that this is a time 
when our country requires our united 
and entire exertions. 
And be assured, 
fellow citiEens, that in the hour of dan- 
j;er, we will not be Uie last to obey her 
call. But wc are not convinced, that the 
situation of our country demand from 
us the sacrifice of our rights as free­ 
men- 
If we believed it did, we would 
most cheerfully place them on the altar. 
We hunably hope, that wc are at liberty 
to enquire, whether the destinies of our 
country are cotifided to the guidance of

damping the enterprise and spirit of the 
country: on the contrary, we wish to see 
them all brought into active operation. 


« It is unpleasant to us, to avow to 
the pub^c, that the^men who once pos­ 
sessed, no longer enjoy our confidence. 
-«jXo approve, would be more pleasing 
to%9, than to censure j but, wc feel 
compelled by duty to declare, that in 
our opinion, the Presitient has not done 
his duty.———That there has been an a* 
larmmg incompetcncy some where,none 
can doubt; and where can w’e more rea» 
dily impute the blame, than to him who 
can remove any officer at bis pleasure ? 
If he has not sagacity to discover a want 
of talents in an officer, or energy enough 
to remove him when it is discovered, 
none could say,that tve ought not to elect 
one, who would.’* 


“ W c would wish our calamities could 
be ascribed to some accident or misfor­ 
tune, and wc should feel that our nation­ 
al honor would have been safe, if we had 
yielded to the superior force of the ene­ 
my.

“ If we are to judge of the future by 
the past, we mus t look forward wuhout 
hope—for no man can look back with 
satisfaction.—To the country then we 
appeal, and plainly p«t the question,

Indeed, if the
